AN ADVENTURE 


IN 4 RUSSIAN CONVENT. 


BY FRANCES 

1 heard the following story im the partor of an 
old country house near Chelmsford, one long 
evening last June, when the rain was heavy and 
the light growing gray. The narrator was the 
witow of & merchant who had resided many 
years at Petersburg ; lady by no means 
given fo romance of any kind, bat she told 
her tale lke one who had seen and could not 
forget the f.cts, and | thought it too curions to 
escape printing in her own clear and circum 
stantial style. 

Whee I and Mr. L first went to Peters 
burg, aati the lady, our grandest iatroduction 
was one to a family called Khranskof, residing 
in what was thought the oldest part of the city 
near the Hermitage. 11 was given by « Russian 
merchant, then resident in London, to whom 
my husband had been of some service regard 
ing a bill of exchange, and he thenght it no 
small honor to know such people. They were 
of the lowest order of nobility, their father hav 
ing made his fortune in the Baltic trade, aad 
gained (it was said) by large presents the hand 
of an impeverished Boird’s ekiest daughter, 
with whom he rose toa high rank above busi- 
ness in Russia. When I first knew the Khrans- 
koffs, both father and mother were dead. The 
family consisted of two sons and three daugh- 
ters, all grown up, and married, and it was 
governed or matronized by the only sister of 
the deceased merchant, a chikiless widow, whe 
had resided in the house for thirty years. Of 
her husband nebody knew anything, except 
that he had beee K hranskeff"s partecr, and died 
saddenty. Whatever were her brother's mo- 
tives for the arrangement, Madame Ritzoff had 
not only the complete contro! of the household, 
but the entire management of the property, 
being appetated sole guardian and execatrix by 
the merchant's will, If ecomomy was Krane- 
koff's object, he could act have chosen a better 
trustee. Every one told me the family was 
rich, yet Madame Ritzoff allowed of no ex- 
travagant habits. The young ladies and gentle- 
men wore Inexpensive clothes. The servants 
were clad im their native sheepskin; and no 
thing beyend rye bread, sour cabbage, soup, 
and the very small beer of the country, were 
permitted, except at the Easter feasts, or when 
company was seen, which generally occurred 
about three times every winter. On these oc- 
casions things were always managed im « hand- 
some though old-fashioned style. People said 
the plate, wine, and dresses were solemnly laid 
by from one feast day to another; but having 
little acquaintance with the interior of the 
Khranskoffs’ house under Madame Rrtzofl 's al- 
ministration, I speak onty from hearsay

Mr. t and { were regular guests at their 
three patties for our first winter in Petersbarg 
1 weed not my how long it seemed. Eight 
months of frost and smew are not easily got 
over; bat we grew scoustomed to that, and in 
some degree acquainted with the Khransk offs. 
The young peopte were well.bred, agreeable 
aul accomplished. All coukc play and sing, 
dance and sketch, and talk duently im either 
French or German, about everything allowed to 
be kaown on the banks of the Neva. Madame 
Ritsaff understood those languages as well as 
mest people, but she generally spoke Kussian, 
and the one purpose of her life appeared to be 
that nothing thought, said or dowe im all the 
house should escape her. She watched the 
servants, she watched the guests, she watched 
the very furniture, amd vetter watched nephews 
and pieces I never saw. The lady might have

The unquestioning 
submission to authority, in which Ryssians in 
all ranks are trained, might have accounted for 
this; bet the Khranskoffs also made larger dis- 
plays of affection to the vigilant olf lady. Their 
taking leave of her but for an hour was quite a 
tender ceremonial; and in returning from the 
briefest absence, they few to salute Madame 
Ritzoff. If the good woman believed im their 
love, she received its demonstrations Ifke her 
rightful dues. All their acquaintances assured 
me it was more than genuine; but I was un- 
charitable enoagh to stand in doubt of it, till 
the beginning of the following year. 

By that time the northern winter was with us 
in all its riger. Temporary shops and coffte- 
houses were set ap on the Neva, for street and 
river lay under the «ame solid ice. There were 
long nights of brilliant starlight, and about 
three hours of foggy day, filled with the sound 
of sledge - bells, the cries of hot tea, and hot every - 
thing, in good Kus; the cleaving of firewood 
and frozen meat , and the voices of burned out 
peasants, singipg their rude 
search of charity. The inhabitants of the great 
houses did their utmost against the mighty 
frost, with steves and double windows. What 
the poor did, | know not, nobody knows any- 
thing about them in Russia; but our servants 
were sincerely envied for the enjovment of bag- 
lish Diankets, and I rejoiced im furs better and 
cheaper than ene can have in London. New 
Year's Day in Petersberg falls on our twelfth 
of January, because “the hely Russian peo- 
ple” hold fast by old style. The day, as well 
as the ensuing week, is gemerally devoted toa 
sort of domestic festivity, like that ef our h.ng- 
sh Christmas. Families gather home their 
outlying branches, friends visit each other ; and 
im the seasotl referred to 1 became the guest of 
the Kbranskoffs. The Finnish gulf had not 
been so completely frozes for years; and Mr- 
L having some mercantile affhire to ar- 
range at Revel, went down with « sledge party 
in the end of December; but great cracks ap- 
pearing im the ice after « snew-storm im thet 
quarter, travelling was thought so dangerous 
that be and his friends decided on remaining 
till the frost made firm ground, and I was left 
to my own meditations in our house beside the 
Englich Quay. Happening te mention this to 
Theodora one day when we met as morning 
callers on a mutual friend, she pressed me ina 
most friendly manaer not to be solitary, but 
come ami spend the new year’s week with 
them, saying her aunt, whom they daily ex 
peeted home from one of her long visits to 
Nevegorod, woukl be delighted. I was lonely, 
aud the invitation was kindly given. Moreover 
Ikmew Madame Kitzofl’s aathority to be too 
absolute for her niece to venture on sach « step 
without warrant. The opportunity of secing 
life in a Russian family was too rare for me to 
resist ; so, with my choicest finery, aad a gone 
ral resolution to be pleasant and pleasing, | es- 
tablished myself with the Khranskoffs for s 
week. Their house was among the oldest in 
the city it was said tp have been buikt by one 
of the courtiers of Peter the (ireat, under his 
sovereigns imapection, on the plan of the then 
fashionable hotels of Paris. Time and sundry 
res had brought changes; and when I saw it, 
the mansion was an extensive edifice of pine 
timber, stuceced over on the outside to look 
like freestone, the interior cousisting of rooms 
aad , noble im their dimensions, but 
scarcely half furnished, and that with chattels 
which had seen long service. Nevertheless I 
found the domestic arrangements better than 
report had led me to expect. It was on the eve 
of the all-important day that my arrival took 
place. Madame Ritzoff was still absent, but 
her place was supplied by Theodora, who had 
been accustomed to act as the oki lady's 
deputy. She and all the family received me 
with a kindly welcome. New Year's Day 
came, with the usual amount of bell-ringing 
from all the churches, and good wishes from 
friends; and the only regret of all the Khrens- 
koffs was, that Madame had not arrived in time 
for the festival.

As is commonly the case 
in Russia, we travelled with « considerable | 
party, whom chance and a very slight acquaint: | 
ance had brought together. There were two 
Petersburg merchants going to buy corn, a 
Swedish iron-master, a Polish land-surveyor 
German whe dealt in government contracts, his | 
wife, and a young officer, who was nephew to 
the governer of Novogorod. We ceuld all) 
speak French, and that made us sociable, not- | 
withstanding the difference of nations; more- 
over, the young officer’s uniform secured us at-/ 
tention at the post-houses, where we had to 
change horses and postillions. He was the | 
great man of the perty, but no one could be 
more cautions and obliging, thoagh he talked a 
great deal, and expected to be listened to, as 
he was with silent acquiescence by all, execpt 
the German lady. She was a homety-looking 
dame, frem the Prassian frontier, with « strong 
determination to save money; indeed I was 
told she travelied with her husband expressly 
to prevent unnecessary expenses on his part, 
apd there was nothing else remarkable sboat 
her, but a habit of asking — without | 
regard to time, place, or person. So deter 
mined was the lady to get into the heart of 
every matter which caught her eye or car, that, 
I had sometimes oceasion t© wish for a less 
curious travelling companion. It was pleasant, 
however, to journey in the long but soft and 
hazy days of the Russian summer, through 
pine-woods and strangely-built villages, and 
wide, silent plains. _ There were towns, too, in 
our track , but whatever we went to see, church, 
convent, or castle, the young officer assured us 
there was something much better at N ovogorod. 
The city of his uncle's government was his 
glory We heard so much about its wonders 
and antiquities, that all were delighted when we 
caught sight of its vast old ramparts, and en- 
tered its raimed and deserted streets. You 
have doubtless read of the place, how great it 
was in the middle ages as « mart for Europe 
and Asia, how fallen and depopalated it is 
now; but we had some reason to be pleased 
with its decline of trade and travellers, for 
that, together with our courteous companion, 
procured the whole party a hospitable invita- 
tion to the governor's house, where we were 
kindly entertained, and had the help of authori- 
ty te see all that was worthy of note in the city. 
This was no small privilege. Novegorod con 
tains sixty-two charches, some of them the 
finest in Russia, not to speak of ancient monu- 
ments, piaces, aad public daildings of all sorts; 
butwhat most interested us ladies was a store 
of clerical vestments, unequalled im age and 
embroidery, which were said to be laid up ip 
the coavent of Saint Sephia, and shown only to 
favored visitors. The coveted sight was pro- 
cured for as, I know not how; there was a deal 
of delay and evident unwillingness on the part 
of the worthy nuns, but government influeace 
is strong in the north, and at the hour appoint- 
ed, namely, six in the morning, we were at the 
convent gate with our attendant cavaliers, who 
were there taught a lesson of humility, being 
obliged to wait without, for no man might pass 
the sacred portal 

The convent of Saint Sophia stood about « 
mile from the governor's house, on ground 
that had formerly been a populous suburb, but 
now showed only the remains of very crooked 
streets blocked up with ruins, amongst which 
stood « few old timber houses. The building 
had been erected im the teath century, and was 
a ting specimen of ancient monastic establish - 
ments in the north. A’ massive square fabric, 
with thick walls, battlemented roof, and pon 
derous iros gate, it bad stood « siege by the 
Tartars, under a warlike Lady Superior, whe 
armed her vassals for that purpose; and | was 
told it required only cannon to be « tenable 
fortress in modern warfare. The German lady 
and myself were aimitted by a portress clad in 
black (which was the color of the Order.) 1 
know not her age, but she looked large and 
grim; anda nun of similar aspect introduced 
us, through « long arched passage, across a 
paved court, where we saw no one, and every- 
thing was stoue, to the chapel porch. Here she 
told us in plain terms we were to make our 
offerings, at the same time pointing to a black 
marble table, beneath the picture of the patroa 
Saint, very sour looking, and rather dirty. I 
suppose the said offerings were satisfactory, 
for after we deposited them our guide became 
less reserved ; and at length discovering, | for- 
get how, that my companion came ‘Tog the 
borders of her native Courland, the aun grew 
positively good-humored. She showed us ail 
the splendors of the chapel, pictures and relies, 
tombs and gifts. The latter formed as large « 
display of gold and silver as I ever saw, and 
conspicuous among them stood the seven- 
branched candlestick, of which | had heard sv 
often at Petersburg. Frore the vestry, another 
arched passage, secured by strong doors at 
either end, led us to a winding stair, on descend - 
ing which we were conducted through a sort of 
gallery to the store-room of sacred needle-wort . 

Thos was fastened with three massive 
padiecks, which our guide said were as obt as 
the convent. There was « skylight of thick 
glass, with iron stanchions, je its vaulted roof;

When I shot an elephant or 
other large animal, the whole of the flesh was 
cut inte long, thin «trips, and allowed to dry in 
the sua for twe days, when it was tied together 
in bundles, secured with the inner bark of the 
acacia, and so carried to their kraals. The foot 
and trumk of the elephest are esteemed a deli- 
cacy. The native mode of cooking these is to 


j bake them in a hole dug im the earth, with an 


immense b fire kindled above. The extract- 
ing the tusks is a work requiring both «kill and 
perseverance, as they have to be cut out of the 
skull with the hatchet; and when this is accom 
natives will carry them on their 
shoulder, their reward being a few strings of 
beads.

In nearly every instance, the dodge had been 
successful. The six shillings, or that amount 
in postage stamps, were duly enclosed ; and, in 
some instances « dollar, to make ever change, 
with directions for forwarding the mysterious 
package 

Such an unexpected notice had no doubt 
given rise in many cases to sundry visions of 
heavy fees, which were to flow in upon the for- 





old world, whe, attracted by bis professions! 
fame, was about to confide to him matters of 
great weight and importaace—perhaps some 
complicated law-euit, the successful issue of 
which would bring him « wealth of reputation 
and money, compared with which the outlay of 
mx shillings was an item too contemptible to be 
reganied.

farmer at this day will attempt to deny the 
principle that warm enclosures are an equiva- 
lent, to a certaie extent, for food; a variety of 
1 ducted exp have be ly 
demonstrated the fact. A large proportion of 
food consumed in winter is required for keep- 
ing up the animal heat, and consequently, in 
Proportion as the apartments are werm, within 
certain limite, the less amount of food will be 
required. The other extreme, too close apart- 
ments, would be objectionable from the uppuri- 
ty of the sir, and should be avoided. Sheep 
have very little reason to fear injury from this 
cause. The majerity of those in our State suf- 
fer for the want of shelter, and a suitable quan- 
tity and variety im their winter food. Many 
flooks are brought to their winter quarters in 
fair condition, bet are fed so sparingly that the 
growth of their woo! is almost wholly arrested 
during the winter season, the fodder given 
them being only suffictent to sustain the vital 
functions. Under such cirewmstances the food 
consumed by them ts im fact nearly lost. The 
owner has received po retarn in the increase 
of wool nor in bodily weight; and he will suf. 
fer farther from « large per cent. of actual 
deaths before the time of shearing. 
With sach a course of management the pro- 
fits of wool-growing will necessarily be small. 
If neither self-interest nor the fectings of he- 
manity will induce the farmer to provide pro- 
perly for his dependent flock, he will fled it for 
his advantage to keep some other domestic ami 
mal, and I know of aothing more suitable for 
such men than the hardy goat. While I protest 
against the starviag system, Kt would seem 
hardly necessary to caution farmers against the 
opposite extreme, too high feeding, which is 
also detrimental to the health aad long life of 
the animal. While preparing sheep for the 
buteber, high feeding is necessary and proper, 
but for store sheep and breeding ewes an over 
amount of fat, produced by high keeping, i+ 
decidetiy injurions; and, sxide from the at- 
tepding expense to produce this «tate of things, 
it has « tendency to shortem the lives of the 
sheep and enfeeble the offepring. The forcing 
system of feeding brings animals to maturity 
early, bat is productive of premature death 
The proper, and the most profitable mode of 
feeding, for breeding and store sheep, Is that 
which will develope in them the highest de 
gree of bodily vigor. Sheep fed in this man 
ner would endure the fatigue of « long journey, 
while those high fed would fall from the ex 
eens of fat, and the scantily fed from musce 
lar debility Every wool-grower will find it 
for bis interest to provide warm, capecious, 
and well ventilated sheds for his flecks, with
